teuoe of 100 lashes might die at the 
third lash, iu which case the remaining 
87 would be given to the corpse. It was 
possiblo, if the executioner did not em- 
ploy his whole ai t or strength, for the 
Victim to escape death, but lie would 
then inevitably bo a cripple for the rest 
of his life. There were men iu the hos- 
pital iu his time whom the knont had 
maimed forever. 

I asked whether the knout exhausted 
the resources of penal discipline in Si 
beriu. "By no uieaus." said M So 
chaczewski. 

He took up his pen aguiu, and jcratch- 
ed me a jeeture of a whip oulled the 
plet. which lias three tails of 'twisted 
leather, with bits of metal at the tips. 
It is B little less .loudly than the knout, 
but an expert flogger can kill his vlotim 
at the fifth stroke.

The opinion is expressed by a writer 
In The Mechanical News that tbe forpe 
and furnace of the future will consist of 
a h ul liii«*l nhiss or porcelain rase, or 
cupula, filled with cold acidified water, 
to which is connected a strong positive 
conductor, tbe forgo and outfit being 
rendered complete by a pair of tongs 
with insulated handles attached to a 
flexible negntive conductor. According 
to this plan, the smith seises the piece
